There were many trivial 1easons -
signed by men for not golng to chuvel,
but many of these ho did not think
worthy of consideration.  Among the
real rensons was the fact that the hfe of
the American man was being sapped by
business, DBusiness absorbod the mind
and strength, not only for six duysof
twelve hours eacl, put even  erowided
into the seventh day, and  every Sunday
business men lind to look over their mail,
and attend to other matters which they
decsmed important, or were so tired with
the work of the week that they did not
feel like going to chinrch. Bosiness was
domanding so mneh of the atlention and
strength of mwen, that even home duties
were negleeted, and this negleet of howe
had cawsed more domestic unhappiness
than any cause. Aside from all relig-
jous reasons, it wus o violation of natural

laws to thus allow business to ke all
the time. It had been shown in ease of
winmals as well as of men that st least

one duy of rest out of seven was ahbso-
lutely necessary. It wasa sin to thus
tanke mind, soul and strength,

Another reason was the fael that the
people had inereased intelligence,  'This
might be o surprising st:atement to mauny,
bt it wus a fact,  In thmes gone the pul
pit was looked upon s monopolizing all
theological kunowledge. The  prescher
wus supposced to know all about snch
muticrs and the !N'Il‘!]l' to know nothing
excopl what he told them, il they were
bouud to blindly receive his stutoments
and opinions ag troe, That time lind

mased.  The people bzl boen Fiberated.
‘he newspuapers contained betler ser-
mons than those often to be heaed o the
pulpits of the city where the veader lived,
A man conld often vewd a better sermon
at home than he eonld get by woing to
church, "Thie pew had the bhenetit of all
forms of theologleal beliefs, and every
man thought for himself, Some old no
tions ht'lilﬁli_\' the pulpit had  been over.
thrown. ‘The people had discovered thng
some of the theology o long tanght by
the pulpits was untennble.  Among those
was the idea that o man had no possible
chanee to be saveld except by ontering
heaven through the portals of
chureh. The people have found out that
thik wus not sa, amd that men could ot
into heaven without going through nny
chureh,

The ehnreh had made o great mistake
in oot falling into line with this
vaneed thinking, It had continued to
lold to dectrines which the people no
longer would socept, and this ‘n LS ine

thaence over thinking men.
Another renson why men did not go
to chareh, was that there wias such a

difference between the professions  of
thoso in the church, ;uu’ their living,
Men would ke the most solemn vows in
joining the chureh, to renvunce  the
waorld, the fosh und the davil, and then
provecd to serve all three with renewoed
activity, and pay feom  theiry ineomes o
simall pittance to the chureh, as a sort or
insurance, to muake corviain their salva

fess to he poor, muserpble slners, and
then go on the whole week living like
poor, miserable sinners.
